No, 1381, dated 5th April 1972. — An examination for 
admission to the Army, Navy and Air Force Wings of the 
National Defence Academy shall be held by the Onion public 
Service Commission at such places and on such dates as may 
be specified in the Notice issued by the Commission in this 
behalf. The number of the course and the month of its 
commencement at the Academy and also the approximate 
number of vacancies to be offered for entry on the results 
of the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission, 

2. Admission to the National Defence Academy will be 
made on the results of a written examination to be conducted 
by the Union Public Service Commission, and an inteiview 
by a Services Selection Board, 


3. Candidates should indicate in the application form their 
order of preference if they wish to compete for more than 
one Service. Due consideration will be given to the prefer- 
ence expressed by a candidate at the time of his application 
bill the Government of India reserve the right to assign him 
to any Service or branch of Service taking mto consideration 
the vacuncics available in each Service or branch and the 
aptitude of the Candidate. 

Note 1,— Sailors (including boys and artificer apprentices) 
of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy as their first 
preference. 

Note II. — Candidates who have applied fur the Indian 
Navy Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets 
into the Indian Navy must exercise their final option before 
admission to the National Defence Academy course. After 
admission they will not be considered for Special Entry in 
the Navy, They will also not be permitted to appear for any 
interview or examination after admission to the Academy. 
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4. A candidate must tvs an unmarried male and must be 
either 

(a) n citizen of India, or 

<b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) ft subject of Nepal, or 

fc) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon and the East African 
countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Repub- 
lic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) 
with the intention of permanently settling in India, 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (d> and 
te) above shall be a person in whose favour a certificate of 
eligibility has been issued bv the Government of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates who are Gorkha subjects of Nepal. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may he admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally lie admitted to the Academy subject to 
the necessary certificate being given to him by the Govern- 
ment, f * 

Note.-— A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of

STANDARDS. THE STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FJT- 
NFSS ARE SHOWN IN APPFNDIX II TO THE NOTIFI- 
CATION. 

A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE 
REJECTED SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS, 
CANDIDATES ARE THEREFORE, ADVISED IN THEIR 
OWN INTEREST TO GET THEMSELVES MEDIC A I T.Y 
EXAMINED BEFORF SUBMITTING THEIR APPLICA-

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended 
by the services Selection Board will be medically examined 
In a Board of Service Doctors.

Candidate for the Army are advised in their own Interest 
that if their vision does not come np to the standard, they 
must bring with them their correcting glasses if and when 
called un for Services Selection Board Interview /Medical 
Examination.

Nora 1 . — In exceptional cases the Union Public Service

The academic training imparted 
will be up to degree level in Science or Humanities as the 
case may he. 

2. On passing out from the National Defence Academy, 
Army Cadets go to the Indian Militaiy Academy, Dehradun 
Naval Cadets to the Cadets’ Training Ship and Aii Force 
cadets to Air Force Academy, Hyderabad.
